Washington, October 3—Facing a senatorial inquisition for the 


first time in his long career as a money king, J. Pierpont Morgan 
(old the Clapp committee today that his $150,000 contribution to 
ihe 1904 Republican campaign war cheat, was made "for the good 
o£ the people ana without any expectation of any return." 


Morgan's assumption of the role of philanthropist came as the 


dramatic climax of the long series of questions as to the various 
financial and railroad interests which contributed to the campaign. 


"I want it distinctly understood," the financier declared, in a 


voice slightly louder than the conversational tone with which he 
hart been testifying, "that J. P. Morgan & Co., never made a single 
contribution on»nny promise or expectation of any relnrns and nev- 
er unless we deemed it advantageous to the government and the 


PCOPMorgan said he made two contributions in 1004. 
One of $100,- 


000 on October 24th and one of $50,000 on November first. The last 
named was donated, he testified, "because of the necessities of the 
New York state situation." 


Morgan testified that his only contribution to the Taft 
cam- 


Mi zn in 1908 was $30,000, and that in 1312 he had contributed 
nothing, Morgan went on the stand at 10:00 and was excused at 
11 o'clock. 
. 


He entered emphatic denial to a statement which appeared in 


the New York Times signed by Charles Edward Russell, saying 
that Morgan talked over the phone with Koosevelt for 
half 
an 


"I never had any communication ly mail, telegraph or tele- 


phono with Mr. Roosevelt at the White House, nor with any of his 
secretaries," said Morgan. 


Morgan =aid he understood that Cornelius Bliss, former Gover- 


nor O'Dell of New York and Chairman Cortelyou, of the 1904 na- 
tional committee, were trying to raise an additional fund of $250,- 
CCO in 1004, but that $5iO,000 was all he could afford to give. $250,- 
uuu w«3 the amount of the "Harriinan fund." 


The financier emphatically denied that there wi: ever 
any 


combination of Wall Street interests in political work. . He said the 
Republicans sent Bliss to him when they wanted money. 


When asked why Cortelyou visited Mm he said: "I suppose 


he came for more money." 


Deafness seemed to bother Morgan and he edged close to the 


committee table. 


The grilling of Morgan which was expected from Senator Pom- 


c'eTtc of Ohio, failed to material-ize. Irony used by the Ohio sena- 
tor in the beginning of the questioning, dwindled to sacrasm and 
thcu to real friendly laughter. 


The money king gave his testimony with apparent readiness. 


Only once or twice did he hesitate over his answers, and then only 
regarding names and dales. 


When he left the committee room he was given a demonstra- 


tion that was almost an ovation. All of the committeemcn except 
Senator Oliver, shook hands with him and.the spectators stood up. 


Judge Charles H. Duewell of New York, assistant treasurer of 


the Republican committee in 1904 was then called. 
Ho said he 


knew three insurance companies who contributed $50,000 each. 
Duewell named the following as contributing to the campaign 
in 


1904.
